The state comptroller’s departm ent 
now prepared to receive reports of 
exemptions from the new four-cent 
occupation tax on the sale cf gasoline, 
according 
to 
an 
announcement 
bv 
State Comptroller of Public Accounts 
Sam Houston Terrell. 
Gasoline used 
for any other purpose than that of 
propelling vehicles on public roads, 
streets and highways of Texas is ex­ 
empt fram taxation. 
Fuel used in 
farm tractors, stationary engines. 
craft and motor boats, therefor* 
exempt. 


However, the tax must be paid on 
all gasoline. 
Refunds will be made to 
those exempt. 
The lax is placed di­ 
rectly 
on 
wholesale distributors 
of 
gasoline at the rate of four cents p e r 
gallon, but the consumer eventually 


b e a r s th*, burden of the tax- The new 
rate was in effect July 16th, having 
previously been two cents. 
The new law does not make it easy 
for the consumer to secure refunds on 
exemptions. 
Comptroller has outlined 
the necessary procedure for the ex 
erupted consumer as follow s: 
1. The purchaser must fill out an 
invoice, at the time of the purchase, 
giving amount, price, purpose, etc. Th* 
regular price is paid for the gas 
Forms will 1> esupplied by dealers and 
filling stations. 
2. Before the 25th o f,the month fol- 
owing the month of the purchase, the 
•eyer must report to the comptroller 
the number of ga lh us bought and tin 
annum of refunds ex acted . 
Claims 
ported later than the 25th of th 
following month will -not be honored. 
8. On 
receiving 
the 
report, 
the 
comptroller's department will mail the 
claim ant an affidavit-account form. or. 
which will la* recorded inform ation as 
to the amount and use of gasoline 
purchased. 
This information must he 
sworn to before a notary public and 
filed with the Comptroller not later 
than two months from the date of 
purchase. 
This document must be ac­ 
companied with a filing fee of $1.00. 
which must be paid each time that, a 
claim is filed. 
These fees will Iv* used 
to enforce the law. 
I. The claim will be investigated, 
and if considered valid, a state w ar­ 
rant will be issued for the refund. 
This w arrant m u st be cashed within I 
BO days. 
5. No refund shall be made where 
gasoline is used later than 'Six months 
from purchase. 
Persons believing themselves to be 
entitled to exemptions should w rite to 
Comptroller *Sani 
Houston 
Terrell, 
Austin, Texas.

Henry Ford declares that the "pow­ 
er tru st” has no terrors for him and 
that, on the contrary, he favors it as 
the best means pf promoting the d* 
velopment of the electrical industry 
and bringing the electrical age to the 
nation. 
Mr. Ford declared in an interview 
published 
by 
the 
Electrical 
World 
that the formation of a nation-wld* 
power monopoly is inevitable as tilt 
natural expression of economic ten 
den cl es and the liest means of reduc 
ing the rigors of human toil and giv 
ing cheap light and power to th 
people- 
Asserting that the “use of electricity 
is yet little to what it will la* in the 
next ten years,” Mr. Ford predicts tin 
in te r la c e of tho whole country with 
power" MneS and that this. iii turn 
will mean “unification of utility sys­ 
tems in business terms, as well as 
electrical. 
Wishes There Were Power Trust 
"People talk about a ‘power trust,’ ” 
Mr. Ford Says. 
“I only wish that 
there actually were a power trust, ;i 
central directing organization for the 
development and use of every power 
source in the country, tied into one 
national power system for the service 
of the w'hole country; that is, welded 
inio one operating and business unit. 
It has got to come as one necessary 
md economic method of power pro­ 
duction. 
Our national power system 
will become a unit, just as our postal 
system is. This would mightily speed 
the day when electric power would 
fulfill its destiny as the bearer of 
mankind’s burdens,” 
All talk about exploitation of in­ 
dustrial combines for private profit is 
of no importance, he asserted, the im­ 
portant; thing being what the nation 
as a whole gets as a result of the 
economic and technical advantages of 
these combines. 
“Profits are merely what we think 
ive work for.” ho declares. 
“They are 
of small account in comparison with 
what 
a v o do to get them. 
The real 
profit is not what Hie promoters get. 
but what, the country gets. 
{Men may 
work for money or to gratify a senso 
of [stiver. but their work lives after 
them and belongs to tile nation.”

Continuing the article says, ‘“Instead 
of watching those late hatched chicks 
closely thru the growing period, we 
sort of let them coast.

We put a lot of 
faith iii pasture, grasshoppers, worms 
and grain. 
We leave it up to nature 
to do a lot of feeding. 
“Now what are we going to 
do 
about it? Let’s give them every chance 
to go ahead. Let them have the things 
they need to develop their egg-produc­ 
ing 
systems* 
body frames, tissues, j 
muscles, feathers, and vital organs. ; 
watch them closely. See that they are j 
kept free from contaminated or un- j 
clean soil. 
Keep them from running 
and mingling with the early hatched I 
chicks. 
Make sure that their houses j 
are well-aired at nights and that they 
have shade on hot days. 
“Think about their feed," the article 
says. “A lot dei>ends on how we feed. j 
Still more on what we feed. 
By all , 
means full feed- Nothing delays late- , 
hatched chicks more than stinting on j 
the feed. Good feed and plenty of ii ; 
hustles them along. 
Keep the mash 
hoppers filled with a growing mash I 
that promotes a steady, even develop- 
incut. Keep plenty of cool, clean water i 
near the feed hoppers. 
“Follow this system out and late- i 
hatched chicks will be well-developed, i 
fully matured and fit for the job of i 
laying as early as November. 
We’ll i 
be gathering eggs at tho time we can i 
put real money into our pockets. This ■ 
year, our late-.May and ear Iv-June I 
hatched chicks instead of being profit j 
takers will be profit makers.”

PRODUCE EGGS 


“Gather eggs from May-.!tine chick 
in November.” 
“Impossible!” you say. 
According j 
to E. A. Sindecuse in the current issue 
of the Purina Poultryman, May-June 
chicks may l>e made to produce eggs 
in November and hit the peak of the 
fall egg market. 
“Remember last winter." the article 
says, “we had pullets in our flock that 
waited until January to start laying. 
Perhaps they were late-May or early- 
June hatched, but how old were they 
when they came in to lay? If it were 
January or later, they were eight 
months 
old. 
Think 
of 
it •— eight 
m onths! 
We had carried them thru 
the time of the year when it costs the 
most to holist* and feed them. 
Before 
they hit their stride in egg production, 
egg prices toboganed—aud we couldn t 
get out of tile way. 
“Just why didn’t those pullets start 
laying during Novemlier instead of 
waiting until January? 
True, they 
were late hatched. 
Allowance has 
been made fo r that or the question 
would In*. ‘Why (VM+i’t they start lay­ 
ing during September or October?’ 
Plenty of pullets reach production in 
five months time—but these took eight 
months.

CONTROL ACREAGE OF 
PRIVATE FARMS 


There is always 
someone who lias 
would >e perfectly 


in the legislature 
the idea that it 
legitim ate to con­ 
trol by law what farm ers should plant 
and bow much. 
It happens th at iii 
the present legislature there are -ll 
members out of ll5 who, by their vote 
on the proposition, expressed the opin­ 
ion that the farm ers of this state were 
incapable of handling their own busi­ 
ness. 
T hat is exactly w hat a vote for 
average control by law means. 
We 
can congratulate ourselves* however, 
that there were 77 members of the 
legislature who thought differently. 
The measure, which was defeated, 
provided that a commission be ap­ 
pointed to determ ine the maximum 
percentage of each farm in the atule 
which might 
be planted 
to cotton, 
How could this be done without the 
commission making a survey of every 
farm in the state? 
Farm s differ in 
character of soil and in many other 
particulars. 
Every acre of some of 
Texas’ farm s is well adapted to cot­ 
ton. Only a few acres of other farms 
should be planted to that crop, yet it 
was proposed that a body of men, ap­ 
pointed by the governor, or in some 
other m anner, have authority to sit in 
some office and dictate ju st w hat per­ 
centage of a farm should he planted 
to cotton. 
Of course thia cum&taeitm 


would h»Ve no iu tu b rity to say how 
much cotton 
should be planted in 
other states, and had such a law been 
passed in Texas, no court in the land 
would hay osustained i t 
So, in the 
end, it would be ju st so much effort 
and money thrown away. 
There is one way, and only one, 
to reduce cotton acreage, and that is 
to m ake it possible for a farm er to 
make a profit growing some other 
crop. 
If this can't be done, then let 
them grow the si able. 
Agriculture 
in 
Texas 
and 
other 
fetal s in tin* .-out Ii west is entering i 
new era. 
We are making progress iii 
changing our farm program. 
It is a 
m atter that can not Im1 controlled by 
law’ or hurried by artificial means. 
It is a proces of evolution brought 
a tx) ii i bv necessity, and one that can 


not be completed within a decade, it 
takes money, time and education to 
make the change from all cotton to 
only p art cotton along with feed crops 
and livestock. 
It costs money to build 
fences and buy livestock, and if a 
farm er is unable to make this change 
within a year, lie would be deprived 
by law of the opportunity to cultivate 
his lands and make a living for him­ 
self and family if the proponents of 
acreage 
regulation 
had 
their 
way. 
There are many other objections I i 
such a law, but what is the use of 
going a r d e r rn this discussion 
We 
do not believe th at any legislature in 
•any southern state will ever give gov­ 
ernment control of acreage favorable 
consideration.—Farm and Ranch.
